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Bedell and School Board 
Send Resolution to RAHAC

The possibility of a teen health clin- 
ic being put into our school system has 
caused a tremendous amount of con- 
troversy lately. Since the article that 
appeared in The Romulus News two 
issues ago, Dr. Bedell, Superintendent 
of Romulus Schools, and the School 
Board have taken some startling action 
to insure certain things will and will 
not happen with or in such a clinic. 

Probably their most drastic action 
concerns their decision that absolutely 
no birth control devices be prescribed 
or dispensed in the Romulus Commu- 
nity School System if the clinic is locat- 
ed on school property. (The Michigan 
Department of Health does allow for 
prescriptions for birth control devices 
on school property if so approved by 
the School Board or Committee.) 


It appears that the Board and the. 


Superintendent are looking into the fu- 
ture when it comes to the possibility 
of a health clinic being opened, and are 
taking affirmative action now to prevent 
any abuse on school property or in such 
clinics. (For the complete text of the 
resolution, please see the end of this 
article.) 

| applaud Dr. Bedell and the Rom- 
ulus School Board for their interest in 
and concern about these matters, and 
their continued efforts should insure 
there will be no future problems if the 
State does, indeed, develop a health 
clinic in our school system. 

A teen health clinic should be 
opened in our school system — there 
is no question in my mind about that. 
What is debatable is how it should be 
operated and which services it should 
extend. Physical exams are in order, 
_ as are many other teen health services, 
and it appears that the passage of this 
resolution will insure that everything 
will be kept in the order it should be. 


Resolution 














November, 1988 

The Board of Education of the Rom- 
ulus Community Schools directs the 
Romulus Adolescent Health Advisory 
Committee to develop health programs 
for the city’s teens that address the 
identified needs and are in keeping with 
state laws and the requirements of the 
‘Michigan Department of Public Health : 
(MDPH). 


In addition, the Board of Education 
sets forth the following directives to 
the Advisory Committee: 

1. General, basic medical care, in- 
cluding physical exams, will be a key 
part of tne services developed for 
Romulus teens. 

2. Family planning services will 
not be included in any health program 
developed by the Advisory Committee. 
Services developed by the Committee 
will be in keeping with Public Act 226 
of 1977, Section 1507(7) which states: 
“A person shall not dispense, or other- 
wise distribute, in a public school, a 
family planning drug or device.” In ad- 
dition, prescriptions for birth control 
devices, which is not covered by the 
above law, will not be included in ser- 





vices developed for Romulus teens. 

3. No abortions, counseling for 
abortions or referrals for abortions will 
be provided to Romulus teens, in ac- 
cordance with the law and Health De- 
partment requirements. 

4. Parental involvement and input 
will be strongly encouraged during the 
planning process and in the running 
of the teen health services to be devel- 
oped. A consistent and open method of 
parental input will be provided through 
the Parents Advisory Council, with the 
Advisory Committee in its public meet- 
ings, and directly through the Board 
of Education. : 

5. A signed, validated parent con- 
sent form will be required for a teen to 
receive services, in accordance with 





Health Department requirements. The 
Advisory Committee will solicit parental 
input in the design of the parent con- 
sent and notification policy and form 
and in its enforcement. 


6. The Board of Education shall 
approve the health services program 
developed by the Advisory Committee. 
The Board of Education will be directly 
responsible for monitoring services in 
the schools or.on school property and 
will work closely with the Advisory Com- 
mittee to see that its programs continue 
to reflect the needs of the community 
and follow state law and Health Depart- 
ment requirements. A process for the 
Board to monitor school-based health 
services will be developed.

The object 
of the restraining order is to prevent

the occurrence of a similar situation 
in the future. We all know how difficult 
it can be to get the courts to take action 
in certain circumstances, but | certainly 
intend to try. It is not over yet. 

There are those who do not like 
some of the things | do or bring to your 
attention, but as far as I, the Editor of 
this paper, am concerned, they had bet- 
ter learn what the word ‘newspaper’ 
really means, and what its real pur- 
pose is.

Bill Would Penalize Drunk Hunters 

House lawmakers are considering 
legislation that would impose stricter 
penalties on people who hunt while. 
impaired by drugs or alcohol. The pro- 
posed legislation would allow Mich- 
igan conservation officers to adminis- 
ter ‘breathalyzer tests’ to hunters who 
appear to be under the influence of al- 
cohol. Under the proposed laws, hunt- 
ers who carry alcohol or illegal drugs 
while taking game would be charged 
with a misdemeanor. 
Wage Reporting Saves Millions 

A new Michigan law requires com- 
puter matches of wages paid by Mich- 
igan employers against the records of 
people who are receiving public assis- 
tance from the State. In the first full 
year the system has been in operation, 
the State saved a projected $10 million 
in taxpayer dollars by avoiding direct 
payments to ineligible recipients and 
by recouping over-payments. 
House Approves Guardianship Law 

A bill recently passed by the House 
would regulate court proceedings in 
establishing a guardianship relation- 
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are fully protected and that the relation- 
ship is not exploited for economic ben- 
efit. Lawmakers are also considering 
a House measure that would prohibit 
Michigan nursing homes from forcing 
residents to be placed in a guardian- 
ship relationship as a condition of 
admission. 
Measure Protects Sex-Crime Victims 

A Senate committee has approved 
a House bill that would allow more time 
for parents and guardians to file psy- 
chological counseling compensation 
claims in child sex-abuse cases. The 
proposed legislation would allow par- 
ents to file compensation claims with- 
in one year of the date the crime was 
reported. Under present law, the filing 
period is one year from the date of the 
incident. 
Law Increases Hotel Safety 

A new law will provide greater fire 
safety in Michigan hotels and motels. 
Under the new law, smoke detectors 
must be installed in each hotel and 
motel room and hallway, and clearly 
visible signs and fire extinguishers 
must be placed in hazardous areas. 
The law also requires increased fire 
safety training for hotel employees. 
Measure Would Extend Medicaid to 
Elderly 

House lawmakers are considering 
legislation that would extend Medicaid 
coverage to long-term-care patients 
who have exhausted all the benefits 
of an approved long-term-care insur- 
ance policy. Under the bill, a person 
who has an approved long-term-care 
insurance policy would be eligible for 
Medicaid when the policy benefits were 
exhausted. 
Committee Approves Ban on Corporal 
Punishment 

A House committee recently ap- 











proved legislation that would prohibit 
the use of corporal punishment in pub- 
lic and private schools in Michigan. 
Teachers and administrators would be 
allowed to physically restrain students 
who have a weapon or are seriously 
threatening others, but school officials 
would be prohibited from using the in- 
tentional infliction of physical pain as 
a disciplinary measure. 


State Launches Health Initiative 

The Michigan Health Initiative is a 
new State effort to reduce the risk of 
AIDS and promote health in the work 
place. A newly formed Risk Reduction 
and AIDS Policy Commission will award 
grants to small- and medium-sized 
businesses to support health-promo- 
tion programs for employees. The initia- 





tive is designed to change behaviors 
that contribute to the three leading 
causes of death — heart disease, can- 
cer, and stroke. 
November Named Epilepsy Month 
House lawmakers have commem- 
orated November as ‘Epilepsy Month’ 
and are urging more public education 
about the condition. A House resolu- 
tion calls for the State government and 
private and public human-services agen- 
cies to lead the educational effort that 
will help people with epilepsy live fuller 
and more independent lives. 
Legislative Forum is a weekly tele- 
vision program of news, discussion and 
commentary from the Michigan House 
of Representatives.

that have had babies, there is another 
girl who has just left school because 
she is pregnant, and there is another 
girl that | know of in the class who has 
had an abortion. That is four pregnan- 
cies in one class, a class of 26 students 
and 16 girls. Four pregnancies out of 
16 girls? 

Of course, you may say, this could 
just be a coincidence! It is only one 
class. But, as a student in the high 
school, | am aware of this increasing 
problem, definitely much more aware 
than those who want to solve the prob- 
lem by turning their backs on it. 

Yes, there are people that don’t ap- 
prove of abortion, teen health clinics 
in schools, and even the distribution of 
“Teen Help Cards.’ Yes, it is very easy 
for people to shrug their shoulders and 
say, “They shouldn’t have gotten preg- 
nant in the first place.” But the sad truth 
is, that students have gotten pregnant 
and even more will get pregnant.

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Chiropractic

This second of a series of articles on

A chiropractic adjustment is a spe- 
cific type of manual manipulation of the 
spinal vertebrae for the purpose of re- 
moving subluxations, making the spine 
more movable, improving nerve activity 
and allowing the body to utilize its nat- 
ural healing power. Spinal adjusting 
requires much practice by the doctor 
of chiropractic to acquire the neces- 
sary skill and competence. 

As you receive a chiropractic ad- 
justment you will often hear ‘“‘clicking” 
sounds within the spine of the adjusted 
area. Many patients welcome these 
sounds as part of the healing process 
since they often feel immediate relief. 
The adjustment interrupts the “vicious 
cycle.” The “clicking” sound is believed 
to be caused by the breaking of a vac- 
uum within the fluids in the joint and 
the resultant releasing of hydrogen 
gases. X-rays taken of the spine during 
a chiropractic adjustment have demon- 
strated the formation of gas bubbles. 
Physicists refer to the phenomenon as 
“cavitation.” During this stage there is 
an increased joint space which tends 
to “loosen up” the spine. 

Our spine has anormal range of mo- 
tion. On the outer limits of this normal 
range is a “paraphysiological” range 
of movement. An adjustment involves 
a movement of a vertebra or vertebrae 
into this paraphysiological range at 
which time an elastic resistance will 
“adjust” the vertebrae. It takes signifi- 
cant skill to properly adjust the spine 
into the paraphysiological range of mo- 
tion. For this reason the adjustments 
should only be done by full-time prac- 
titioners of the art such as chiroprac- 
tors who have years of specialized train- 
ing and continually refresh and upgrade 
their skills in this area. A major interna- 
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tionally conducted government study 
shows that chiropractors are the best 
qualified health care professionals in 
this area, and that medical doctors 
should defer and refer those patients 
needing spinal adjustments to chiro- 
practic doctors.'2

complex it cannot be successfully treat- 
ed by medication. A ‘‘structural” prob- 
lem of this type generally needs to be 
treated “structurally.” In this realm of 
treatment there is no safer and finer 
approach than through the skillful ap- 
plication of a chiropractic adjustment.

Oral Health

In the last issue, we discussed dis- 
eases of the gums (gingiva). Another 
disease common to the tooth is denta/ 
caries, also know as “the dreaded 
cavity.” 

Acavity is a hole in the tooth caused 
by acids from bacterial plaque, which 
eats away at the tooth surface. | men- 
tion this now because the time between 
Halloween and the New Year is the sea- 
son for sweets. It is during this time that 
many people discover acavity they were 
previously unaware of by biting into a 
caramel apple or piece of chewy fudge. 
This may bring on either a shooting pain 
(warning sign) or a broken piece of tooth 
or filling. 

The tooth consists of enamel, the 
white part of the tooth, and an inner 
layer of yellow material called dentin, 
which surrounds the nerves and blood 
vessels, the pulp. When a cavity starts, 
a pinpoint hole develops in the tooth 
that allows the acids to penetrate fur- 
ther into the tooth, creating a larger 
hole. Unless the process is stopped by 
dental intervention, it will eventually 
work its way to the nerve, causing pain. 
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There are three basic types of cav- 
ities (decay): primary, secondary (recur- 
rent), and adult root surface decay. Pri- 
mary cavities are the first cavities that 
a person gets in a virgin, or unfilled, 
tooth. Secondary cavities occur when a 
filling shrinks or chips, allowing decay 
to develop around or under it. Adult root 
caries occur when gums recede, leav- 
ing the roots of the teeth exposed to 
bacterial by-products (acids). 


How are cavities treated? A primary 
cavity is treated by removing the de- 
cayed tooth structure and replacing it 
with a filling (restoration). Secondary 
cavities are treated by removing the old 
filling and replacing it with a new one. 
If acavity is not taken care of, and the 
decay reaches the nerve, spontaneous 
pain (toothache) résults, requiring the 
removal of the nerve (root canal) to end 
the pain. 

Dentistry has not come up with 
techniques that completely eradicate 
or stop decay, but regular dental care 
can help reduce the incidence of decay. 
Prevention of primary caries can be ac- 
complished by applying a dental seal- 
ant (a clear plastic coating) that is de- 
signed to bond to the tooth’s enamel 
surface (a painless procedure). This is

best accomplished soon after the adult 
tooth comes through the gums. Seal- 
ants are most effective on the rougher 
biting surfaces of back teeth. Fluorides 
are more effective in protecting the 
smoother surfaces of teeth, as is seen 
in secondary or root surface cavities. 
As always, brushing twice a day will 
help remove the bacteria that produce 
the acids which cause decay; flossing 
is necessary to remove plaque from 
between the teeth. 

This article is not intended to stop 
you from eating those yummy sweets 
during the holidays. Its purpose is sim- 
ply to inform you of the warnings signs.
